Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of 
the  District  for  the  year  just  ended,  I have  pleasure  in  pointing  out  that  the  results 
are  of  a most  satisfactory  nature,  as  reference  to  the  various  statistics  appended  will 
testify. 

Whilst  in  various  localities  attention  is  drawn  to  a declining  birth  rate, 
here  in  our  district  we  have  the  highest  birth  rate  ever  recorded. 

STATISTICS. 

The  Births  during  the  year  numbered  892, .being  73  in  excess  of  the  year 
previous,  and  38  in  advance  of  1903,  which  was  up  to  that  year  a record. 

The  Births  were  apportioned  as  follows: —

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The  Deaths  recorded  were  509,  an  excess  of  26  over  that  of  1904.  The 
death  rate  per  1000  works  out  at  16*6. 

In  the  district  proper,  that  is  omitting  the  Naval  and  Military  Estab- 
lishments, the  number  of  Deaths  was  421,  or  16*2  per  1000. 

Taking  the  localities  in  which  the  Deaths  occurred,  it  will  be  found  that 
388  were  in  the  district  proper,  29  in  the  House  of  Industry,  4 at  the  Elson  Hospital, 
and  88  at  the  Naval  and  Military  Hospitals.

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The  highest  death  rate  was  in  March,  and  the  lowest,  as  has  been  frequently 
the  case  was  in  November,  in  the  District  proper,  though  the  July  record  for  the 
whole  district  was  lower  than  that  of  November. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  Local  Government  Board  in  its  desire  to  get  the  fullest  information 
relative  to  Infantile  Mortality  have  issued  an  additional  Form  or  Table,  designated 
Table  Y.  under  which  the  whole  of  the  Deaths  under  one  year  are  tabulated. 

The  headings  under  which  most  of  these  Deaths  appear  are  Premature 
Births,  Bronchitis  and  Diarrhoea. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  was  112,  of  which  39  died  under  the  age  of  1 

month. 


The  question  of  Infantile  Mortality  is  now  being  brought  prominently  to 
the  front  owing  to  its  great  importance,  and  I have  just  noticed  that  the  programme 
for  the  National  Conference  on  Infantile  Mortality  in  London,  next  June  was  drawn 
up  by  the  Executive  at  Huddersfield  last  week. 

The  Committee  decided  to  ask  four  representatives  of  Boards  of  Guardians 
and  Education  Authorities  in  England  and  Parish  Councils  in  Scotland  to  become 
corresponding  members.

As  compared  with  1904  a distinct  increase  has  to  be  noted,  viz.  from  166  to 
233.  This  was  mainly  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever,  180  notifications 
having  been  received  as  against  95. 

A welcome  decrease  appears  under  the  head  of  Enteric,  there  being  25  as 
against  40  in  1904. 

Diphtheria  has  also  declined  from  21  to  10. 

In  1904  the  Town  Ward  bore  the  largest  proportion  of  infectious  cases,  the 
North  Ward  having  the  least. 

In  1905  the  positions  are  reversed.  The  table  above  showed  that  the 
Gosport  Ward  was  singularly  immune. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  Monthly  admissions  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  viz  : —

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ENTERIC  FEVER. 

As  already  mentioned  there  has  been  a satisfactory  decrease  under  this 
heading,  the  proportion  being  greatest  in  the  North  Ward. 

Five  Deaths  only  were  recorded,  viz.  3 in  the  District  proper,  1 at  the 
Hospital,  and  at  the  Hospital  at  Idaslar. 


SCARLET  FEVER, 

I have  already  referred  to  the  Notifications  under  this  heading,  all  of 
which  were  of  a mild  type — 4 deaths  ensuing  therefrom. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

The  notifications  were  10  only,  3 Deaths  ensuing. 

4 he  addition  of  a Diphtheria  Ward  at  the  Elson  Hospital  has  proved  most 
beneficial. 


ERYSIPELAS. 

Two  Deaths  only  are  recorded,  the  comparison  with  previous  years  being 
most  favourable. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Under  this  heading  there  is  a slight  decrease. 

The  Table  appended  locates  the  Deaths,  and  gives  the  ages  and  occupations 
of  the  victims.

SMALL  POX. 

For  many  years  past,  the  District  has  fortunately  been  free  from  Small  Pox. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  should  an  epidemic  occur,  adequate  provision  has 
been  made  to  cope  with  it. 


VACCINATION. 

I have  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Vaccination  Officer,  Mr.  A.  E.  Pearman, 
obtained  statistics  as  to  the  Vaccinations  during  the  year,  and  I am  pleased  to  note 
the  satisfactory  results  attained.  Conscientious  objectors  appear  to  be  very  rare  in 
this  District. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place,  whilst  on  this  subject,  to  mention  how  wonder- 
fully well  Vaccination  works  in  Germany  where  it  is  rigorously  enforced. 

Some  two  or  three  years  ago,  a well  known  English  expert,  Dr.  Bruce  Low 
made  an  exhaustive  enquiry  as  to  the  working  of  Vaccination  in  Germany  and  in 
his  report  the  following  singular  and  suggestive  fact  is  mentioned. 

One  day  he  visited  the  Central  Imperial  Health  Office  in  Berlin  to  inquire 
if  he  might  be  permitted  to  see  any  existing  cases  of  Small  Pox  at  the  Isolation 
Hospitals. 


He  was  informed  that  as  far  as  the  Central  Health  Office  were  aware,  no 
cases  existed  throughout  the  whole  of  Germany,  a country  with  a population  of 
56,000,000.  Germany  now  occupies  an  enviable  position  amongst  European  Countries 
owing  to  the  thoroughness  with  which  it  has  enforced  Vaccination  and  re-vaccination 
throughout  its  domains,  and  the  beneficial  results  are  strikingly  proved. 

When  the  Royal  Commission  on  Vaccination  was  appointed,  two  of  the 
Commissioners  appear  to  have  been  selected  specially  to  represent  the  opponents  of 
Vaccination. 
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Notwithstanding  this  fact,  when  the  Report  of  the  Commission  was  pub- 
lished, it  was  found  that  all  were  agreed  as  to  the  protection  afforded  against  Small- 
pox, and  further  they  were  unanimously  agreed  that  the  existing  machinery  should 
be  maintained  for  its  enforcement. 


In  other  words  it  was  declared  that  it  was  incumbent  on  the  State  to 
enforce  Vaccination. 

This  conclusion  was  based  on  abundant  evidence,  which  demonstrated  : 

(1)  That  efficient  Vaccination  practically  protects  the  population  under 
10  years  of  age  from  attacks  of  Smallpox. 

(2)  That  the  power  to  protect  the  individual  from  attack  diminishes 
later  in  life,  but  at  the  same  time  there  remains  a power  to  modify  the  disease 
in  the  efficiently  vaccinated,  the  type  of  disease  being  much  less  severe,  and 
far  less  fatal  than  in  the  unvaccinated. 

(3)  That,  given  a proper  system  of  Vaccination  and  Re-vaccination,  the 
disease  would  be  eradicated. 

The  late  Lord  ITerschell  who  was  Lord  Chancellor  in  Lord  Roseberv’s 
Government  made  the  following  remarks  in  a speech  delivered  in  London, 
March  31st,  1897.

* 

“ A vast  amount  of  material  Avas  considered  by  the  Royal  Com- 
mission on  Vaccination,  and  it  fell  to  my  lot  to  have  a digest  of  that 
material  and  analyse  it.  In  that  task,  I determined  to  follow  boldly  the 
facts  which  experience  disclosed  whithersoever  these  might  lead.  I 
laid  down  in  the  first  instance  the  tests  that  seemed  most  fitting  to 
enable  an  answer  to  be  furnished  to  the  question.  Is  Vaccination  or  is 
it  not  a preventative  of  the  disease  of  Smallpox,  and  a cause  of  its  modi- 
fication when  it  does  occur  ? I applied  those  tests,  I can  honestly  say, 
entirely  ignorant  of  the  conclusions  to  which  they  would  lead.  I was 
myself  surprised  at  the  force  of  the  evidence  which  was  afforded  in 
favour  of  Vaccination.” 
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Such  Testimony  as  Lord  Herschell’s  is  of  far  greater  weight  than  the 
many  untrue  and  exaggerated  statements  too  often  widely  circulated  in  the  press  as 
to  the  dangers  and  non-effectiveness  of  Vaccination. 

Performed  with  due  care  and  watchfulness  Vaccination  gives  rise  to 
nothing  more  serious  than  at  most,  a few  days  discomfort. 


GENERAL  IMPROVEMENTS. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Surveyor  Mr.  H.  Frost,  for  the  following  information 
as  to  the  growth  and  general  progress  of  the  district  during  the  year. 

82  Houses  were  erected,  together  with  42  other  New  Buildings 
and  additions. 


As  regards  Drainage,  an  average  of  about  100  houses  monthly  are  being 
connected  to  the  Main  Sewage  system,  and  it  is  also  satisfactory  to  know  that  some 
1400  privy  pans,  besides  cesspools  and  privies  have  been  abolished. 

The  whole  of  the  drainage  system  works  well.  Some  complaints  as  to 
smells  in  connection  with  the  system  have  been  made  more  especially  in  reference 
to  the  Septic  Tanks  and  Outfall.  The  Council  have  endeavoured  to  meet  these 
cases,  and  there  have  been  no  recent  complaints  except  in  connection  with  the 
Outfall,  and  a proposal  has  been  made  to  carry  the  pipe  into  deeper  water,  when  it 
is  hoped  there  will  be  no  further  complaint.

It  is  apparent  that  the  general  public  appreciate  the  advantages  of  connect- 
ing up  their  properties,  and  though  this  involves  considerable  outlay,  in  the  long 
run,  a general  Sanitary  advance  and  improvement  in  the  district  will  result. 

A great  improvement  is  already  noticeable  in  the  Town  and  Moats  by 
reason  of  the  diversion  of  foul  water  from  old  drains  and  street  channels,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  this  will  be  completed  before  long. 

The  refuse  now  being  all  burnt  in  the  New  Destructor  Furnaces,  there  is 
none  of  the  objectionable  “ dumping  ” as  in  former  years.

The  new  Electric  Tramways  System  introduced  cannot  but  prove  a source 
of  benefit,  especially  if  it  tends  to  giving  facilities  for  the  working  classes  to  remove 
from  congested  areas  to  more  open  and  healthy  surroundings. 

There  are  still  a number  of  properties  more  particularly  in  the  older  portions 
of  the  town,  where  it  would  be  an  advantage  if  demolitions  were  made,  and  the 
Inspector  should  be  urged  to  deal  with  these  and  cases  of  overcrowding. 

The  condition  of  the  surface  of  some  of  the  streets  not  yet  taken 
over  is  very  bad. 

I understand  a scheme  for  making  up  these  is  now  approved  and  it  is  very 
desirable  to  have  the  necessary  work  done  as  soon  as  possible. 

I also  consider  it  most  desirable  to  take  in  hand  some  improvement  to  the 
Back  Roads  which  require  attention. 

At  present  it  seems  no  one’s  business  to  repair  or  cleanse  them  and  they 
become  a receptacle  for  garbage,  &c.,  which  treads  into  the  surface,  making  in  wet 
weather  a filthy  and  impassable  road. 


SANITARY  MATTERS. 

I am  of  opinion  that  some  greater  control  and  supervision  from  the 
hygienic  point  of  view  should  be  exercised  with  regard  to  the  children  attending 
the  various  schools  in  the  district.  It  has  frequently  been  brought  to  my  notice 
that  children  in  these  schools  have  been  found  suffering  from  skin  diseases,  and 
even  in  verminous  condition.  Neglect  in  many  cases  have  been  the  sole  cause 
of  this. 


Such  a condition  of  things  is  extremely  unpleasant  when  these  children 
are  brought  into  contact  with  others  whose  parents  take  a natural  pride  in  keeping 
them  clean. 

I am  of  opinion  that  before  the  daily  school  is  commenced,  an  inspection 
should  be  made  by  a responsible  teacher,  and  any  child  or  children  found  in  dirty 
condition  should  be  reported  upon  to  the  parents,  and  not  allowed  to  attend  school 
until  satisfactorily  cleaned,  and  all  vermin  removed. 
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A record  kept  of  such  children  would  be  useful  whenever  those  officials 
representing  the  Societies  whose  duty  it  is  to  look  after  the  children’s  interests  were 
dealing  with  particular  cases.  Some  light  would  thus  be  obtained  as  to  the  general 
character  of  the  homes  from  which  these  children  come. 


Sanitation  and  Hygiene  should  be  included  in  the  school  curriculum. 
Want  of  cleanliness  is  an  important  factor  in  the  promulgation  of  disease,  and 
information  on  this  point  is  not  only  essential  but  would  prove  absolutely  useful 
and  interesting.  Take  for  instance,  the  teeth  of  children  Particular  attention  is 
required  to  be  given  here,  as  unless  the  food  is  thoroughly  masticated,  the  body 
does* not  get  that  nourishment  which  is  essential  to  the  upkeep  and  maintenance  of 
physique  in  the  individual. 


Dentists  say  the  decay  of  the  teeth  is  caused  by  erosions  of  acid  formed  by 
the  decomposition  of  particles  of  food. 


The  character  of  the  diet  is  also  an  important  factor  as  regards  the 
decay  of  the  teeth. 


I repeat  therefore  that  instruction  in  this  important  subject  should  be  given 
in  our  schools,  and  teachers  and  parents  should  be  empowered  to  enforce  the 
cleaning  of  the  teeth.

I would  go  further  even  than  this,  and  say  that  properly  qualified  dentists 
should  be  employed  by  School  Authorities,  to  periodically  examine  the  teeth  of  the 
children  attending  the  Elementary  Schools. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

I am  informed  by  the  Engineer  to  the  Gosport  Waterworks  Company  that 
good  progress  is  being  made  with  the  new  Water  Scheme,  and  that  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  new  supply  from  Soberton  will  be  brought  into  the  district  during  the  next 
12  months.  The  new  supply  promises  to  be  of  the  most  satisfactory  nature. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS’  ACT,  1901. 

The  condition  of  the  Workshops  has  been  generally  very  satisfactory, 
and  close  attention  has  been  given  to  seeing  the  requirements  of  the  Act  are 
stringently  carried  out. 


ROUTINE  WORK. 

The  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops,  the  Bakehouses  and  the  Slaughter- 
houses have  been  regularly  visited  by  myself  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  the 
general  condition  is  satisfactory 

Before  closing  my  Report  I desire  to  express  my  satisfsction  as  to  the 
manner  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Beel,  and  the  Assistant  Inspector,  Mr.  Carswell, 
have  carried  out  their  duties,  also  the  Matron  and  Staff  at  the  Elson  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  to  congratulate  the  Council  on  the  healthy  aud  Sanitary  condition 
of  the  Town  and  District  generally,  during  the  year  now  ended. 

The  usual  Statistics  are  appended.
